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CONGRESSIONAL QUESTIONS. 


The second session of the sixly-fourth Congress, which 


opened today, has sevcrnl important questions before it. 
The session must end by March 3 and there is not much 
probability of all (he business now in sight being disposed 
of by that date. 


Unquestionably the railway situation will consume much 


time. 
The Adamson wage legislation i& certain to be re- 


vived. 
If the United Stales Supreme Court confirms ihe 


decision of the lower court in declaring the wage law un- 
constilutiona!, the situation as between the railroads and 
the operative employees may become identical with that 
prevailing last September, when President Wilson forced 
Congress to enact the wage law as a matter of expediency. 


In the meantime, the investigation being conducted by 


the joint congressional committee, appointed at the last ses- 
sion, will go on. The hearings will extend through several 
weeks, but it may be possible, though it is not probable, 
for the committee to submit its findings before Congress 
adjourns. 
But if it docs it will have established a new 


record for speed in conducting a federal probe. 
If the 


joint committee conforms to the comprehensive program 
laid down by its chairman, Senator Newlands, it will con- 
*ider every angle connected with the regulation of railroads. 
If the wage law is annulled by the Supreme Court the 


-. President may consider it the better part of wisdom to de- 


fer recommendations for a new legislation until the New- 
lands commission has completed its work. 
. The appropriation bills for the army and navy for the 
fiscal year of 1917-1918 will take up a great deal of time 
and are almost certain to result in( prolonged discussions 
over plans of national defense. The pacificists have prom- 
ised to make an. effort to' obtain a revision downward of 
the program adopted last summer. The army reorganiza- 
tion.bill, in its first test arising out of the Mexican situation, 
has hot exhibited any of the marks of a successful ;and prac- 
ticable plan. 
Experts call it a failure. 
Certainly it has 


not resulted in attracting recruits, in officers and men, neces- 
sary to bring the army to that strength :authorized in the 
defense bills.

Two measures'are very important to California. 
They 


are the oil land relief bill and the flooU control bill. Final 
action was declined at the last session of Congress and they 
are on the calendar for, a fresh consideration December 1 2. 
The oil land measure includes the so-called Phelan senate 


: amendment to-the general conservation bill. This amend- 


ment embodies the idea of California oil operators for re- 
lief from the operation of the Taft withdrawal orders, the 
conservation policy of the navy department and prosecu- 
tions under the departments of Justice and the Interior, 
The prospects of securing the enactment of the Phelan 
amendment is very uncertain, unless the attitude of the ad- 
ministration of the last session has materially changed. In 


• fact, there is not much likelihood of any relief measures 
being adopted which do not meet the approval of Repre- 
sentative Scott Ferris, chairman of the Public Lands Com- 
mittee of the House, and Mr. E. J. Justice, special assist- 
ant attorney-general in charge of the oil land litigation and 
controversies in all Stales west of the Mississippi river. 
Both these gentlemen are emphatically opposed to seeing 
anything done that will clarify ^the oil situation in Califor- 
nia to the advantage of private operators. 


The flood control bill, which carries an appropriation of 


$50,000,000 for controlling the flood waters of the Mis- 
sissippi and Sacramento rivers, will mean the allotment of 
nearly $6,000.000 for the California project. This meas-

But no matter how virtuous her conduct nor how clear

This 
country has during the last three years established several 
precedents for indifference to the fate of innocent national 
bystanders in the war. It failed to raise its voice in behalf 
of Belgium when that nation was sacrificed to the military 
"necessity" of belligerents; it has not concerned itself with 
the fate of the Mexican 'people while they were being 
slaughtered and starved in the devastation of organized 
bandit warfare. 
While legally the disregard of the wishes 


of the Greek nation is as wanton as it was in the case of 
Belgium, the people have not yet suffered as heavily. Nor 
will America's

Greece.

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ELECTORAL SYSTEM HAS MERIT. 


After every close presidential election ihe question is re- 


vived as to whether or not the electoral college should be 
abolishd and the election of President be decided directly 
by popular vote. Discussions this year are more numerous 
and violent than ever. 
Perhaps no mean degree of the ex- 


citement is due. to the prospect of a close division of the 
electoral college and the bare possibility that existed before 
California's vote was known of the 'result of the election 
being decided by the vote of one or two electors. How- 
ever that may be, newspaper organs of both parties are ad- 
vocating reform. 
The New York World, a strong pro- 


Wilson 
organ, leads the Democratic 
advocates of the 


change; while the Republican newspapers opposed to the 
present system include such influential journals as the Phil- 
adelphia Inquirer, the New York Sun, the New York 
Herald and others. 


Referring to the possibility of an electoral vote being op- 


posed to the popular majority, which has happened'twice in 
the history of presidential elections, the New!York World 
says: "Any system \vhich makes that-possible is a bad 
system. 
It is, a dangerous system. 
Even the men who 


oppose the abolition of the electoral .college would never 
dream of re incorporating it into our scheme of government 
if they were to rewrite the Constitution of the United 
States." 
The .Philadelphia Inquirer believes that "the 


danger under the existing scheme is that in voting for the 
electors a Stale may divide its vote for electors and choose 
some of them for one candidate and some for another. 
But, if each State should vote directly for President there 
would be no such division," and it believes that the country 
. should get rid of the electoral system. 
• 


There is much to be said against a system which may 


mean a result contrary to the verdict of the majority of 
voters. 
The idea behind the creation of the present system 


of choosing a President was advanced by the smaller States 
with the object of obtaining greater relative representation 
in the election of the President than the larger and:more 
thickly-populated States. This is the way the system actu- 
ally has worked out. Thus New York has forty-five pres- 
idential electors, one for each representative and each Sena- 
tor. 
Rhode Island has five, one for each Congressman 


and one for each of her two Senators, yet the population 
of New York is eighteen times that of Rhode Island, in- 
stead of nine times—the ratio between representation in 
the electoral college. 
On the other hand, there is a very 


strong and, in. the opinion of THE TRIBUNE, deciding 
argument against a change at present. 'This is the nature 
of the popular vote in the group of States known-on the 
political map as the "Solid South." 


The South does not vote for doctrines, policies nor for 


men. 
It merely votes Democratic, from prejudice and

The South 
always gives to the Democratic side of an issue, no -matter 
what it may be, an overwhelming majority. 


It is manifestly improper to place this natural and fixed
